LEARN TO BE FUNNY

Some attempts to be funny are doomed from the 
start. Like the time Paribe Meyer, at a friend’s family 
reunion, corrected a woman who said chickens have 
hair instead of feathers. 

“It was awkward because she was really mad that I 
was challenging her,” said Meyer, 35, of Rogers Park. 
“So I tried to ease the tension with a joke and asked if 
some of the chickens had hair weaves then. It didn’t 
work.” 

Yon can’t blame him for trying to joke his way out 
of trouble. Humor— well-timed and with the right au- 
dience— not only can help defuse a stressful situation, 
but it’s also an advantage in many of life’s scenarios. 

“One of the first things we notice when meeting 
new people is whether they make us laugh,” Lloyd 
Price, director of marketing at dating site badoo. 
com, said in a statement. Badoo this month released 
a poll in which 30,000 people in 15 countries voted 
Americans as the funniest nationality (Worst at mak- 
ing people laugh: Germans.) So if it seems like every- 
one else but you is quick-witted with a good sense of 
humor, can you learn to be funny? Experts say yes. 

“Aou’ve got to breathe, get a nice pace and give peo- 
ple a chance to think and laugh,” said Marz Timms, 
who teaches beginning improv at Chemically Imbal- 
anced Comedy in Lakeview He says about 80 percent 
of his students aren’t looking to be professional come- 
dians — they just want to be funnier in everyday life. 

Confidence is key 

“Abu have to be in the moment,” Timms said. “If 
you’re thinking about it too long, nine times out of 10 
it won’t come out right.” 

And knowing your audience is critical, clinical 
psychologist Stephanie Livingston says. Most of the 
things people find funny depend on their upbringing 
and cultural cues. 

“Some things may only be funny to older people, or 
younger people,” Livingston said. “If your jokes fall flat, 
it could be your timing. But it could also be that your 
audience doesn’t have the same frame of reference.” 

Maybe that’s what happened to Stephanie Jackson 
at a church function recently 

The preacher asked for recent graduates to come 
forward, even those who’d graduated from “the 
school of hard knocks.” Jackson, 28, of Douglas, 
thought it would be funny to take him up on the offer, 
so she stood up and cheered for herself She was the 
only one who did. 

“It was pretty embarrassing,” Jackson said. “I guess 
my humor was just totally off”

Falling 

Skies

TNT and executive producer 
Steven Spielberg walk a tight- 
rope with the alien invasion 
series ‘Tailing Skies” On one 
hand, they want to attract 
hard-core genre fans eager for 
thrilling sci-fi storytelling. On 
the other, they want to keep 
their show grounded enough in 
reality and the tropes of family 
drama to make it attractive to 
the general viewing public. 

The high-wire act works, 
but not without some major 
bobbles. 

“Falling Skies” opens with 
a chilling twist to the oft-told 
post-apocalypse tale. A child 
narrates as viewers see kids’ 
drawings of what happened 
six months earlier when the 
“skitters” and “mechs” laid 
waste to Harth, wiping out 
the army, disabling everything 
that runs on electricity and 
turning the children into drones by harness- 
ing them with spinal implants. 

This is not the Spielberg of “E.T.,” my 
friends. Children are not only in peril here, 


they also fight like soldiers. The show doesn’t 
shy away from showing young kids with rifles 
who are ready to kick alien butt. It’s the new 
reality and the survivors understand that 
with about 8o percent of humanity wiped 
out, it’s all hands on deck. 

Our entry into the story— that child doing 
the opening voice-over— is Matt (Maxim 
Knight), the 8 -year-old son of Tom Mason 
(Noah Wyle), a former history professor who 
is now second-in-command of the 2 nd Mas- 
sachusetts regiment. The group is a ragtag 
mix of military people and civilians run by a 
hard-ass named Weaver (Will Patton). 

Wyle takes a low-key approach to Tom, 
infusing him with brains and the surprise 
that his has brawn. Not to mention a rage 
bubbling just under the surface, no doubt be- 
cause aliens have killed his wife, enslaved his 
middle son, Ben (Connor Jessup), and forced 
him to make a militia-man out of his oldest 
son, Hal (Drew Roy). 

“Falling Skies” has far too many quiet 
moments. Again, this isn’t “E.T.,” but it’s defi- 
nitely a Spielberg production. The man can’t 
help but add cuddly moments to the thrills. 
They will be a major distraction for sci-fi 
fans who demand more aliens and shootouts 
over all the cute and sometimes corny family 
moments.
